'He has said I manipulated trust 
funds; I throw it back In his teeth." 
shouted Mr. Foster amid an inde.scrib- 
able din. "This matter has come to 
a head. In the jjast the uiulcrlings 
and hirelings have made tlie insinua- 
tion. It Is the first time I have liad 
it from the lips of the first minister." 
Protnier is, Angry 

Sir Wilfrid Ziaurler, white with an- 
ger at the taunts of Wr. Foster and 
the opposition, who cheered Mr. Foster 
wildly, threw back the; retort that if 
there was such a rule* as Mr. Foster 
urged, Mr, Foster- was not willing to 
bo judged by It. The premier pounded 
his desk violently with his fist. 

Mr. Foster once more demanded an 
apology and retraction. Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler shook his head, and his sup- 
porters went wild. The House by this 
time had completely got out of con- 
trol of the speaker. It appeared as 
though the sitting would break up im- 
mediately In disorder, isir. Foster still 
remained on his feet smiling at his 
tormentors.

— "The Ludgate lease 
of Deadinan's Island Is for a period of 
twenty-live years at a rental of live 
hundred dollars a year. It Is provid- 
ed that the lease Is renewable at the 
end of every tvv;enty-flvo years for an- 
other period of twenty-flve years at 
a rental to be agreed upon, and an 
endorsement on the lease provides that 
if the parties to the lease cannot agree 
upon an amount, the rental for the 
ensuing twenty-live years Is to bo de- 
tirmlned by arbitration. 

It was to (ivcrconii! the disability 
cai.scd by this (luestlim of rental that 
ilr. Weart paid Ids reci'nt \-islt to tlds 
city. .Mr. ^\•cart, Mr. Lodgate and 
others liavo organij'.ed a joint stit-k 
C()m;)any whlcli has purchased tluj 
Ludgate lease with a view to exploit- 
ing Deadmun's Island for Indu.slrlal 
purjioses. They will require a largo 
amount of money for the work and 
feel they will have great dllllculty In 
securing It, If the question of rental is 
loft an open one. What Mr. AA'eart 
asked was that the rental should be 
fixed fo." a jicrlod of seventy-flvo years 
from the date of the lease, the .'irst 
twenty- live remaining at live hundred 
dollars a year as at present, the sec- 
ond period of twenty-flye years to bo 
at three thousand dollars a, year^ and 
the third at Ave thousand dollars u 
year. It is possible that th^ matter 
would have been adjusted - while Mr. 
Weart was here had It not been for the 
vigorous protest entered by the Van- 
couver board of trade and the park 
commissioners.

A second letter was recolvedi Today 
the physician received a telephone 
message from a man who said he 
wrote the letter.

Dr. Cutrera Invited the man to come 
to his olllce. Ho prepared a dummy 
package of money and sent for the 
police. Detectives, who came at once, 
were concealed In an adjoining room. 
Within a short time there came a rap 
at the door and Geracal entered. "I 
have come for the money," said he. 
Just ns the phyaicl.'ui was handing the 
jiacknge over, the detectives jumped 
out and grabbed the man. He fought 
hard, but was linally overpowered.

The dismissal -order, wbich will affect 
agents who devote only a. part 6t their 
time to the company, was rendered 
necessary by the decision rendered 
yesterday by Suprcjiio Court Justice 
O'Corman, upholding the constitution- 
ality of that section of the insurance 
law which limits new business to be 
written by any company In any calen- 
dar year to $11)0,000,000. Justice 
O'Gonnan's decision forbade the com- 
jvany from issuing a $25,000 policy on 
the ground that Its limit for new busi- 
ness for the year had been reached and 
could not be exceeded. 

Edward R. Perkins, second vlce- 
jiresldent of the New York Life In- 
surance comp.any, said tonight that In 
the last two years more than 5,000 life 
insurance agents havo lost their jiosl- 
tlons, and another 1,000 would have to 
go by May 31st, bringing a force that 
once numbered 8,000 to 2,000. 

"It is a curious situation," said Mr. 
Perkins, "I know of no other business 
which is affected in like manner. No 
other business is subjected .to sucix a 
law, there Is no legal limitation In a 
rbanker's buslh^s. or„a J)roker's busi- 
ness, but if the officers oC a life Insur- 
ance company write more than $150,- 
000,000 new business within the calen- 
dar year they are subject to fine and 
Imprisonment. Three years ago we 
had 46 offlces In this city, now we havo 
ten. Everything has been tried In the 
way of testing the law. Wo havo ex- 
hausted our means of trying further, 
ripparently."

.Tlu... building- Inspector retu.sed a jier- 
nilt on the (ground tliat as the iiropused 
stables would be located In n resi- 
dential block and under tlu; by-law 
recently passed such structures are 
not allowed outside tlui business sec- 
tion. Alderm.'ui Stewart, whose stone 
works are In the sanio block, stren- 
uously objected to the council taking 
any action otherjthdn/to- back up tho 
building Inspector. To A. M. Mulr, 
arclillect, who appeared before the 
eonnnlttee to urge that a per^nlt be 
granted, Aldernuni Stewart declared 
. that there are eertaln streets such us 
I JJouglas and Jllauchurd, which Klio\ild 
not liave stables enacted thereon ay 
such would mean that the nelghborlntc 
values would be injurloualy al'fecteil. 

Alderman Henderson urged that the 
perndt for the stable would be no 
d(;trliiiont. On tho contrary It would 
be an ac(iuislt.lon to Yates street, whilu 
Alderman llumber, who was In a de- 
cidedly belligerent mood, contradicted 
Alderman Stewart so -flatly that the 
latter bocamo aroused and the two 
went at It In a lively fusion. 

Alderman Grows Aggresslvo, 
Alderman Humbcr wanted the by- 
law rejected Instanter. Mayor Hall 
endeavored to c.^cplain that tho law 
must stand and when Alderman Hum- 
bcr refused to acknowledge the limi- 
tations of the. council In reference to 
over-rlding by-laws, Mayor Hall tart- 
ly told him he did not know what he 
was talking about In the meantime 
Aldermen Humbor and Stewart kept 
U|) a running comment, growing more 
heated ns they progressed. FiTially 
Uiey disappeared from tho committee 
rncmi unnoticed iinil In tho meantime 
Mr. Mulr. who had listened patiently 
to the dlscu.saion, cut In with tho re- 
murk thnt hi-H iTrlncijiala had been 
advised thai the city by- lav,- rolatlve 
to limiting certain .structures to cer- 
tain aroa.s was ultra vires and that it 
was not necessary to appeal to the 
council for a permit. Instead they ha& 
the right to go ahead and erect the 
stable. . , 

Outside in the hallway couId 'be 
heard tho raised voices of the two 
conibatatlve aldermen who were still 
prolonging the argument. Mayor Hall 
went out to ascertain tho trouble and 
In a minute or two Aldermen Humbor 
and Stewart returned with broad grins 
on their countenances evidently hav 
Ing patched up peace. This happened 
Just as Alderman Turner, chairman 
of tho committee, had suggested that 
Alderman Bishop, as a police commis- 
sioner, should endeavor to exercise the 
porogatlves of bis office. The mat- 
ter of the location of tho stables was 
finally allowed to drop. 

More Trouble. 
Hardly had tho e.KCltement sub.slded 
when fresh trouble arose over the long 
discussed gravel tenders. Tho B. C 
Snnd & Gravel company, from wlilch 
tho city baa been securing a tempor- 
ary supply of gravel, wrote, making 
ain offer to the city for this year's 
supply of material. Tho company 
offered, the gravel at 95 cents per cu- 
bic yard at its bimkers provided all 
tho gravel used by the city within 
a radius of a mile and a half ho so- 
cm-od from the company. lAny gravel 
needed outside that area could be se- 
cured froin any other source. The 
argument on the offer lasted long. 
City Engineer 'I'opj) urged tliat it 
might be possible to secure gravel 
elsewhere; that some good material 
can be secured from Jlount Tolmle. 

In view of the fact that but Ife- 
cently gravel secured from that lo- 
cation had been condemned and re- 
fused by the city. Alderman Hender- 
son asked the engineer how it was he 
could recommend tho material from 
there. 

"People are saying, Mr. Topp, that 
you are Interested in Mount Tolmle 
gravel," stated Alderman nonderson. 
"Is that so? If it is we want to 
know It." 

Then turning to tho press ropreson- 
tatives, AlderniMi Henderson asked 
tliem not to report his remark. 

"Let them publish it. It Is not true," 
oxclaibed the engineer, while Mayor 
Hall remarked that people were also 
saying that Aldermam Henderson was 
lnt<.rested In the B. C. Sand & Gravel 
corniiany, tliougli he (Mayor Hall) was 
certain such was not tho c;i«e. This 
brought an Indignant denial from Ald- 
ei-man Henderson, while Alderman 
Hiimhor scathingly rebuked the com- 
nilttr.e for having "dllly dallied" I'or 
thr<.e months over the. gravel tender.s, 
.1) period ivhlch he had no doidit would 
be o.Ntended for ainother three months. 

Mayor Hall stated that he did not 
think It would be wiso to allow the 
coniiiany the whole radius of a mile 
;ind ii, half within which only tho 
eoMii);iny's nuiteiliil should be used. 
"I kiujw what I am talking about," his 
wor.shl]! rem.'irki'd when Alderman 
Ra.yniond attempted to differ from the 
former's statenu'nt. 

"Oil! Then no one else docs?" sar- 
eastleall.A' answered Alderman Hay- 
mond. 

l''inal!y, on Alderman Stewart's sug- 
gestion, the commlttei^ agreed to le.avo 
tho matter In (be hands of JIayor 
Hall for settlement wdtli the gr.-iVi'l 
company, the city to guarantee to take 
at least 00 per cent, of ita entire vear's 
supply from tho <:omi)any.

The Victoria Board of Trade be- 
lieves tliat Canada siiould contribute 
one oi- iuore Dreadnoughts to Great 
Britain. Throuffliout Canada the sen- 
timent seems o£ a like nature. All 
have agreed as to the serlouo xiaturo 
of the situation and all believe that 
Iho time Is ripe for Canada to Join with 
the otlior dominions beyond the sea 
to show that the lion Is not without its 
■ cubs and that tile foreigner that 
toiiclu\s tlie motherland muat reclton 
with it.s ralonle.-i. 

We have heard notliing as yet of a 
proposal to send such a contribution 
to the high lords of the admiralty 
y tamped with the "Made in Canada" 
inarli, but the editur of the Toronto 
Telegram is evidently desirous of meet- 
Ins, In advance any such proposition. 
Incidentally he interjects a note of 
somewhat caustic humor. For . 1'^-' 
says; 

If the Old Country offered to build 
and run ;:e!l'-bi"il'-i-.s for Canada the 
olfer would bo gratefully received. 

But the Old Country would be in- 
formed that this country had forKot- 
ten more about building and running' 
yelf-bliiders than llie Old Country ever 
knew. 

Canada's offer to build and run a 
Dreadnought for the British navy 
would be worthy of a critical recep- 
tion. 

England's genius Is naval, and her 
people plough the seas even as Can- 
ada's genlu.s is agricultural and our 
Dcoplo plough the prairies. 
. If Canada insists that her Dread- 
nought shall be built In this Country, 
under the auspices of the Ottawa gov- 
ernment, let the same be presented to 
the German Empire, i > 

Every friend and well-wisher, of the 
British Empire would sooner see such 
a Dreadnought In the van of Emperor 
AVilliam's fleet than In Britain's Une- 
•up.

"CANDID SIR JAMES." 

Sir James Whitney, the Premier of 
Ontario, ha« a reputation for. courage, 
— also for speaking his mind. It Is 
doubtful if the advoc.-ites of women's 
fuiffrage anywliere in tlie world would 
have received a reiily of the same 
candor as that which the leader of 
the Ontario government gav(.' to <■) 
deputation from tlie advocates of that 
measure the other day. 

In tlio course of his remarks, Sir 
.lames .said: "But no woman has the 
inherent right to vote; no man has 
an inherent right to vole. Nobody haa 
any more inherent right to vote than 
thfty have an inherent right to tlic 
gold or .silver mines of Cobalt." 

The chief virtue of the reply the 
leader of ihn Ontario government was 
its franl;iie.-=s. It Is doubtful, how- 
ever, if there are not many citizens 
of Ontario and good supporters of 
Sir .lames who would venture the 
opinion that everybody in Oiit;i.rlo has 
an Inlie-eut riglit t,j the gold or silver 
mines of Cobalt. Sir James, when ho 
took action to retain for the people 
of his province an Interest In the 
fillver mines of that district, himself 
csprossed It. 

It was the spirit of the primitive 
man speaking In, Sir James wlien he 
'g.avo those auffraglst.=! their reply. As 
an Eastern contoniiiorary puts it, the 
ballot or show of liaiuls at it.s incep- 
tion was ,slmply designed to talce 
the plnco of the show of hands 
With the woapon» in thom. Y('ars 
ago It took chU war to bring 
about a change '..n government, — in 
some portions of the world It takes 
lij revolution yet, as witness Venezuela 
and various other South American re- 
publicH.

force?

Gerald, the' translator of Omar Khay 
yam. The Intimate friend of Carlylo. 
of Thackeray and of the coterie of 
literary men who surrounded them, his 
name is practically unknown and 
where thousands quote his translu 
tlona few couple them:\ylth.hls;|name. 

"The sojerrin ihusio' of hTs'^quatraln 
is as the ground swell of the ocean In 
some echoing cavern; us tho burd 
of tho west wind over a grove of sad 
cyi)r(?s3; a's.ithe jjerfume of'toses In 
the ,warm darkness of . a summer's 
night .boforQ the. dawn breaks; as tho 
depths of wlno cooled in the snow; 
as tho garnered melancholy of man's 
heart in all ages; and l^^'^Si these 
things, It Is also inuch that this con 
tury knows not yet its need, prate as 
it may, of Omar." ' 

And If this surmise in a recent ar 
tide upon the poet-trunslator be well 
based, ono may ventm-e tho thought 
that though the world knows little of 
I'^itz-Gerald, It is doubtful If had 
Fltz-Gernld lived he would have cared 
greatly for Its adulation or the recog 
iiitlon which twenty-flvo years after 
his death, he Is beginning to receive. 
l'"or Fitz-Gerald's labor was a labor of 
love. He found in tho joy of doing, his 
own reward. 

Canadians as a mass perhaps have 
not .\et reached the stage where they 
can aiiproclate the spirit In which 
Fit/.-Gorald labored. AVe are as a 
young country of necessity engaged in 
the inirsuit of material things. It Is 
a stage in the development of every 
nation and a necessary stage. li"or 
leisure, wealth Is necessary; and lei- 
sure must precede culture and In the 
linal analysis, culture must precede 
any substantial protjress. But Can- 
adians have learned to appreciate tho 
result of Fltz-Gerald's labors and one 
might affirm with little danger of con- 
tradiction, that there Is Iiardly a ham- 
let, a mine or loerging: cam]) where a 
copy of his immortal classic will not 
be found. 



THE STRESS OF WAR. 



Profound peace reigns In Europe, 
and yet tho nations are laboring under 
the stress of war. The German Finan- 
cial Secreta.ry says that by the year 
1813 Germany will be face to face 
with a deficit of $500,000,000. This 
is rather more than one-half the In- 
demnity which Franco paid after her 
defeat at Sedan and the abdication 
of Napoleon IIL Not only is this the 
case, but the annual expenditures of 
Germany for naval and military pur- 
poses are far In excess of what they 
were before tho collision with France. 
No wonder that In' view of this statte 
of things. Sir Edward Grey can see no 
end to the existing feverish prepara- 
tion for war than national bankruptcy. 

What is It all about? Can any ono 
give a single good reason why Franco 
and Germany, ifor example, should 
spend millions upon millions in arm- 
ing against each other, or why Britain 
should find herself compelled to in- 
crease her navy so as to counteract 
thc^ growing naval strength of Ger- 
many? The ordinary, every-day peo- 
jjle of all countries have no quarrel 
with eacn other, but they are en- 
veloped in the python-like folds of 
militarism and aire helpless. 

Referring especially to Germany, it 
Is said that tliere Is very little pros- 
pect of the passage of the legislation 
necessary to enable the country to cope 
wltli Its flnaoiclal problems. So stren- 
uous l3 the situation that what seems 
to be an autliorlzed report Is in circu- 
lation that Prince Von Buelow Is anx- 
ious to resign and only holds office 
because of the personal desire of the 
Kaiser. Ho finds himself greatly ham- 
pered by tlie Conservative party, 
which is hostile to lilm because of his 
stand against imperial autocracy last 
autiimn. The report adds that the 
personal relations between tho Kaiser 
aaid tho Prince -were greatly strained, 
and that the latter expressly stipu- 
lated as a condition of his remaining 
In ofllce that he should receive Im- 
mediate proof of a public ninture th.-it 
he continued to enjoy Ills sovereign's 
conlldence. Color is given to this by 
the fact that although for & month 
or two the relations between the two 
were only of the most formal kind, 
they liavo lately assumed a more cor- 
dial character. 

If these things aro done In the green 
tree what shall wo expect in the dry? 
If a political and flnanelal crisis Is 
threatened ni(!rely by ijreparations for 
war which may never come, what may 
we not expect If the armies and na- 
vies of the great powers na-e over 
launched against eacli other? Soon 
tho tenrdon \vill be so great that war 
will be a relief, and if once It does 
break out, no living man can tell 
where It will end.

BRITI SH OPI NIOM 

London Times. — M. Clemenceau, in 
his speech at tho unveiling of a statue 
to M, Floquet on Sunday, remarked 
that the prodigious Work of the French 
Revolution seemed to have b^en the 
work of deml-gods, the Improbable ef- 
fort of a monstrous generation of Ti- 
tans who had risen frobi the depths 
to wreck the vengeance of Prometheus 
upon the' Olympians of every kind and 
of all ranks.' He wont on, to say that 
our modern phll6Bophy> of history, had 
corrected that^lmpreaalph; /jthat now 
w o know the Revolution -was the work 
of mere men, great perhaps, but Im- 
perfect as all hioiri are;' "condemned by 
tho desperate resistance ot incalcul- 
able forces to a summary and pitiless 
mode of action which was attended by 
corresponding acts of brutal reaction." 
Indeed, the^mbdern. philosophy of his- 
tory sometlm^d' gbps, further than that 
and would " h'avo 't^us, believe that tho 
Revolution was .made, not by Titans, 
but by pigtnlea, who had no more pur- 
pose or understanding than the foam 
on the crest of a groat wave. This 
conception of a will -less catastrophe is 
only a reaction fro mtho conception of 
a' catastrophe in which will was alto- 
gether triumphant. It is a kind of 
historical realism, vvitli symptoms 
very llko those of realism in art. For 
as the artistic realist would subject 
his own will to nature, so the liistorlcal 
realist represents the will of man aa 
altogether subject to circumstance and 
tendency, often overlooking the fact 
tliat the will of man enters Into those 
very tendencies whlcli he glorifies as 
supreme over liunian- will. 

There are times. Indeed, when ten- 
dencies seem to. be altogether contrary 
to human ■will,- \yhen neither societies 
nor individuals: can do what they want 
to do, but make ,a- feeble and distract- 
ed resistance to ' some general Inexor- 
able process •■ of ' decay. Then there 
seem, to be' hb' i great men in art or 
action ; or fhoUifht. Routine is trlum- 
pharit'^bverywhere, and Its object. If it 
has one, isiohly to keep tilings going, 
an object in' which it ignomliilously 
falls. Such Of time there was in tho 
decline of the- Roman Empire, or at 
least, that time Is so represented in 
history. And we are discouraged when 
wo read about it. Just as we are in- 
spirited When we read about the great 
men ot our own Elizabethan age. In 
tiie ono case will seems to be overy- 
whore futile or wanting. In tho other 
it seems to be everywhere trhimphant. 
In the ono age we think of everyone 
ns miserable and bewildered. In the 
other of everyone as resolute and joy- 
ful. In tho case of the French Revolu- 
tion, wo can take whichever view we 
like according to our own natural in- 
clinations; for great things were then 
done, but greater things frustrated. 
Tho French transformed their country 
and beat tho combined armies of Eur- 
ope, but in the search for freedom 
they found despotism. For a time 
their will seemed to bo triumphant, 
but it changed Its nature in tho pro- 
cses of Us triumph, and thus its first 
purpose was defeated at least for a 
time. 

But when we compare different per- 
iods of history, and before wo turn our 
theories of the part which the will of 
man has played in them we should re- 
member that it is not always easy to 
discover what r 'en have willed most 
intensely at any particular time in tlio 
past, or even what they will most In- 
tensely 'in the-;^reseht. At some.piBCiods 
their colliective -wiU seems to be clearly 
manifeistea ena to obtain an-'lrfimedlate 
and tangible triumph. At others ,lt 
may have been obscure even'to them- 
selves, ana yet it may have trlnmphea 
in some manner overlooked-by history. 
Take, for Instance, the case again of 
the decline of the Rom.a.n Empire. "We 
assume that what was then most in- 
tensely desired was tho persistence of 
the ancient civilization,' of the Roman 
order, and peace and prosperity. We 
assume that men were then content 
with what they had got and desired to 
create nothing new. Wo therefore 
think of the whole period as uncrea- 
tlve, and, Indeed, as generally futile 
and degenerate. But how could it be 
If the chief desire of men in that ago 
was not for tho persistence of tho an- 
cient civilization. If at tho bottom of 
their hearts they were tired of that 
and filled with an urgent longing for a 
new Faith that all their creative ener- 
gy was absorbed by that longing? In 
that case wo should havo no right to 
think of them as futile and uncreatlve. 
For they were gradually possessed by 
a Faith that altered the condition of 
the whole world, and which we, trium- 
phant in our material power, havo in- 
herited from them. In the matter of 
religion the first three centuries of tho 
Roman Empire were the most creative 
know^l to us in history. In the course 
of them "the will to believe" triumph- 
ed as it had never triumphed before; 
and perhaps Its triumph was incon- 
sistent with material prosperity. For 
mankind never have more than a cer- 
tain energy of will; and if they desire 
one thing intensely and achieve It, 
they must neglect other things that 
will seem in other ages more Imjior- 
tant. During all this period art was 
declining, like other things. But when 
faith was estublished art began to re- 
vive again and grew stronger and 
stronger, until tho thirteenth century 
after Christ almost rivalled tlio lifth 
before. Yet it is only a little while ago 
that this second great age of art was 
commonly regarded as an age of utter 
ignorance and barbarism, in whicli tho 
will of man.was manifested only ))er- 
versely If at all. Now we laiow that 
the will of man was then manlfe.sted 
in works of extreme beauty and power; 
and it may bo that If we had know- 
ledge enough wo should .find a triumph 
of the will of man In every period of 
history— even In those which to our 
ignorance seem to bo periods only of 
ruin and disgrace.

The death of Rev. A. J. Ard, former- 
ly vicar of St. Saviour's, Stroud Green, 
makes another break in the ranks of 
Evangelical Churchmen. For over 20 
years Mr. Ard labored to build up a 
new parish in a struggling suburban 
district. During the time he saw many 
changes. Tho little Iron church was 
enlarged, then a handsome brick 
church took Its place. A valuable site 
for a vicarage and parish hall was se- 
cured and paid for, together with a 
house for the verger, which contained 
rooms for a working men'B club. Jlr. 
Ard also collected .CI, 000 towards tlio 
cost of building .the vicarage. His last 
work was the building of tho- liand- 
Bomo parlsh.-hal|, which was only com- 
pleted.. about 'two years before a sor- 
16^us breakdown. In health caused him 
to resign the living. For over 10 years 
ho acted as.hon. secretary to the Bis- 
hop of Lonabri's Fup^-for tho Isling- 
ton aeanery, nna it was his plan of or- 
ganization which the. Bishop of Lon- 
don (Dr. Temple) so warmly approved 
of and recommendea to other hon. sec- 
retaries. " . 

By the special request of the parlali- 
oners tho funeral service was held in 
his old church, which was flllea with 
ft largo congregation composed of the 
rich and poor to whoni he haa minis- 
tered for so many years. 

Tho following Sunday the present

Police May Supervise Circula- 
tion Revolvers, Bowie 
'Knives, Etc. , 



. It may ho tlint revolvers, bowie 
■knives, r.azor.s and articles of n, ilko 
deadly character will bo listed In the 
Criminal Code of Canada as commodl- 
tlos that cannot be obtained by any- 
one without a permit signed by the 
chief of police. , 

Such ati amondment, It 19 unaer- 
stood, Is under consideration by the 
powers that be at Ottawa. Whether 
It will be carried Is doubtful. In fact, 
In view of the asltaitlon that has been 
inaugurated against the movement, It 
Is (luestlonable whether such a meas- 
ure win bo Introduced. 

The largo manufacturing concerns 
of the United States have taken the 
matter up through their numerous 
agents In Canada. Practically .every 
harawdre and sporting eoods estab- 
lishment,, .both .whojesale and «tall,. 
have tccolved' ooniTnunicatlona' from 
the Ivor Johnson, Smith & Weston, 
Hopkins & Alien, and like corpora- 
tions. In these the proposed policy Is 
explained and voluminous arguments 
advamced against it. Those dealing In 
the articles, on which it Is proposed 
to iilace wliat Is doomed the equiva- 
lent of an embargo, are a.skcd lo pe- 
tition tlieir local mcml)orH to oppose 
the amendment should it bo placed bo- 
Xorc the House. ■ , 

Local Dealers Indifferent. 

In Victories the- mercha-nts, while 
fully conversant with the situation, 
have not taken definite action. Some 
think that tlio recommendations of the 
Iver-,Tohnson and other manufactur- 
ers should be adopted and others are 
liikc-warm, not being sufllclontly in- 
terested to mind whether their cus- 
tomers arc forced to secure a permit 
from the police or whether the pres- 
ent vogue continues. 

"I don't . understand the utility of 
such a prohibitory amendment," ro- 
mirkcd one of those Inter'estod yes- 
terday. The object, of course, was 
to make It more dillicult for those 
who might wish to use these weapons 
fur cilminal purposes to nbtnui tliem. 
But he didn't think It would work 
that way. The thugs would got them 
anywciij', permit or no permit. If they 
wanted to carry out any fell design 
on themselves or others there was no 
law that would keep them from It. 
That beinsr the cas, etlie effect .would be 
to disarm the law-abiding pltteen. The 
latter wouldn't take the trouble to get 
the chief's permit. At least the major- 
ity would "pass It up" under such cir- 
cumstances. Thus tlioy wouldn't have 
arms avail.ablo to defend themselves 
If their house."! were broken into or 
any other fincrgency was encountered 
rendering defence of life necessary.

A vein of copper 26 feet in width has 
been struck In the Ikeda mine near 
Jedway on Moresby Island, the most 
southerly of the Queen Charlotte 
group. 

The strike dispels the theory that 
with depth the Queen Charlotte grouj) 
would play out. Instead of scattering 
as the forecasts showed, the ore body 
is gradually assuming greater pro- 
portions. 

On March 22, at a distance in the 
tunnel of 850 feet, and at a depth of 
350 feet, a 15 foot vein was encounter- 
ed. Development showed this vein to 
be still larger, and on Jlarch 28 it 
reached its greatest breadth so far, 25 
feet. The a.ssays show eopiiiier val- 
ues of 13 07.S, to the ton, aarrying $3.50 
In t^llver and $8.00 in gold- : 

The proi)erties In question are owned 
entirely by Japanese and are being 
worked by Japanese capital. They 
have been in operation for t^o years.

POWER PROPOSITION 
SOON BEFORE PEOPLE 



Necessary Bylaw to Ratify 
Agreement ,Being_ Qpn.sid- • 
" ered' by-'C'ity^ ■ 



In all likelihood the proposition 
which the B.C. Electric Company re- 
cently made to the city to enter Into 
an undertaking to make great addi- 
tions to Us power facilities by the de- 
velopmout ot the Jordan River scheme 
at an expenditure of $200,000 within 
the next three years on a new plant 
capable of the development of 10,000 
horse power to bo used in extensions 
of the electric lighting, railway and 
power purposes in and around Victoria, 
will come before tho ratepayers at an 
early date. Nearly two months ago 
tho company's proposition, which also 
included the supply to the city .at the 
electric light station of an. amount of 
electricity to be used for sti^eet light- 
ing purposes equal to the present 
amount generated by the city.' for one 
half of the present cost, was made to 
the city. A; T. Goward. local manager 
of the company waited on the council 
and discussed the matter and at that 
time tho coun9il appeared to be favor- 
ably impressed with the company's 
proposal. 

Tlie company was willing to under- 
take the expenditure necessary to carry 
out its proposition provided the city 
would "agree to secure tho necessary 
amendment to tho city's water bill 
whereby the city could not enter into 
tho power business before flrst making 
an offer foir the company's undertak- 
ings. 

Before the city can enter into any 
arrangement with the company it is 
necessary that a bylaw be placed bo- 
fore the ratoijayers, and this measure 
is now being considered by the city 
barrister and city sollcitor.s. Mr. Gow- 
ard walled upon Mayor llall yesterday 
to asc(.M-taln what the city intend.'! do- 
ing and was intorinod that a bylaw is 
under way. A.s the city will have to 
submit a bylaw to the ratepayers to 
authoi'i/.e tho raising of funds for the 
paving .scheme contemplated on the 
causeway and on tho.so portions of 
Bollevillo ;ind Humboldt streets be- 
tween Government street and Douglas 
street tho Intention Is to have both 
measures go to the people at the same 
time. When tho measure will ho voted 
upon is not yet delinltely decided upon 
but It will likely bo In a short time, as 
the city is desirous of going ahead 
with the causeway pavement scheme 
as soon as possible.

In Woman-s Kealm 



HERE AND THERE 



It is sti-ango how queatlons that 
seem to ha\'e huen auttled are continu- 
ally bein grreojiem-d. L-^or inuny years 
the world has been content to believe 
that children inherit , dispositions and 
tendencies froni'%thelr ancestors In 
very much thej'saine way as they do 
their physical. features,. .Tlie, saying of 
Oliver Wendell Holmes ' that a" man's 
education' should faegrlri ''/a':'"liundred 
years before he is' born,'' has -been ac- 
cepted almost as an axiom.' How- 
ever, in those days thinkers and writ- 
ers are divided on this question. Mr. 
G- Bernard Shaw, amotiK others, con- 
tends that character is not inhorlted. 
In one of his |)hrases, the noted writer 
declares that tlie ljubblo oC lieredity 
"has been prlekod." Ordinai-y people 
would look upon this belief as an en- 
couragement to thoKo wliu aim to train 
children in good liabits and to Instil 
into their minds liiijli lirinciples. Is'ot 
so, Mr. Shaw. fHe holds that to at- 
tunipt to mould a child's character is 
a crime. 

In thi.s ho differs from Dr. F. H. 
Hayward, wlio lias written a book to 
show that It is not only possible but 
right to endeavor to "truin np a child 
In the way he should go. ' 

"Wliile scientists and phiiosopl-yoTs are 
arguinir about this question the fath- 
ers, the mothers, and the teachers oi; 
the world are bringing up its future 
men and women. Whether heredity 
has or has not an inlluenee in tlio 
formation of the character of tlie 
children in our homes or tho pupils 
in our schools can have but little 
practical bearing on our treatment of 
them. They are here with very de- 
cided traits and tcndenclen. How the 
generou.s .spirit cuiiiu to di-liglit iiH in 
the one, or the disposition to hoard to 
pain us in the other, wliy one is 
truthful and the other deceitful, nro 
not questions which we can spend 
much time in debating. It la. not ours 
to trace the origin of these disposi- 
tions. 

But wliether we will or not we must 
trj' to change what we see to bo evil 
and to strengthen what wo believe to 
be good. We have, lately, been hear- 
ing and reading much of the work 
that philanthropic men and women are 
doing among -children 'whOLtha.ve. been 
neglected' rand'<-'.iw^io'Vii8.ve>faHen'^ - into 
evil ways. We'i'havfi heard-atfd can- 
not help believing that' thousands of 
such children have grown to be good 
citizens. What is best and noblest 
In them has been strengthened and de- 
veloped and evil habits have been 
overcome. If this ennobling work can 
bo accomplished among the weakest 
and the worst of children what may wo 
not hope to do with those who have 
been born in happier surroundings and 
whose lives have not fallen under tho 
shadow of poverty or crime? There is 
no work that can be done for tho 
children to be comiiared in import- 
ance with this education or develop- 
ment or moulding — call It what you 
will — of the character or the moral 
nature. We spend much time In 
teaching mathematics and languago, 
the hand is trained to fonu and the 
eye Is educated to perceive. Yet if tho 
will is weak, if uprightness and truth 
and purity and love have not titled 
our boys and girls for their work in 
the world, oC what use are all their 
attainments? 

That this aspect of education has 
been too much neglected, that wc have 
devoted our attention too exclusively 
to the training of the Intellect and 
have paid too little .attention to those 
faculties which form the nioral nature, 
is the opinion of thoughtful men and 
women. The world needs now, more 
than ever before, good men and wo- 
men. How to treat children so that 
virtue will take the- place of inno- 
cence is the problem before the edu- 
cators of today. I'liat this can and 
should be done without destroying tho 
individuality which tho wisest thlnker.s 
hold so precious -may be granted. Tho 
men and women on whom Is laid this 
■gj-ave responsibility may take com- 
fort in the certainty tliat if their own 
characters arc strong and their motives 
pure tliey are, in every lesson tlu^y 
teach, in every act they perform doing 
something towards tlio moral growtli 
of the children committed to their 
charge. 

• • « 

In the early day.s of settlement in 
tlK! United States and In Eastern Can- 
ado the clorgyni;ui ijlayed .-t vital part. 
Whether Protestant minister or Ro- 
man Caitholic priest, ho was the guide, 
the counsellor and the friend of his 
• scattered flock. As he went from set- 
tlement to settlement or from lionse to 
'house iio noted tlic progn-ss tliat \va.s 
being made or tlK: mlsl.alc'-'s that ivi'd- 
ed correction. If, nn Sundays, In; in- 
stilled Into the minds of his llHt<-'n- 
ers the precei>ts of relighm or argued 
concerning abstruse doctrines, on weclc 
days he was ready to notice tlio 
growth of their crojis or the condi- 
tion of tiieir stock. Coming to the 
country In the prime of manhood he 
often spent the rest of his lite In 
tho pairlsh or district In which he was 
llrst sta-tioned. Not- seldom' his was 
the fliiest farm in tho nelghborhoml. 
There are few parts of tho country 
in which traditions of such strong piT- 
sonalltiea do not survive. l,ikc (Jold- 
smith's parson, "They allured to 
brighter worlds and led tlu: way." 
Very human were these Icader.s of a 
priniltlvo people ;nid sonicitimes the 
reverence with whicli tliey were re- 
garded led them to exercise (iin author- 
ity over their llock.'i whlch in our own 
day would not be tolerated. 

Long since . those pastors - have 
passed away. With the coming in of 
many sects and tho growth of large 
cities, the youngest and the poorest 



of tho clergy of all denomlnaillons 
drifted to tho country, while the older, 
iibler and str-onger men were called 
to city congregations. Where formerly 
one church and one minister were sup- 
ported by the community, now Several 
congregations contribute - small . sti- 
pends to the, men w)jo, .minister to 
them In spiritual things. In. each new 
settlement the denbminatlon.s vie with 
each other as to who shall be llrst on 
till! ground one one congregation is 
not fairly establishea till another is 
■begun, it is true, the rivalry is not 
un(riendl>', for with the passnlg of 
years religious prejudices have soft- 
ened and religious hatreds have almost 
disappeared. Yet, none the loss, are 
those divisions: unfortunate. The sum 
which would" rtiake a good Income for 
one man is unsufflcieut for tho sup- 
port of two or perhaps three. Young 
men, remaining for but a short time, 
have but little InfiutMice on the lite 
of tlie cotnniunity. it Is true that in 
the old (lays all ccjuntry niinisters 
were not of tlie clas.s of which a de- 
."criptloii has been attempted i.nd there 
are, laboring now, in remote distrlct.s, 
wise and able servants of their Mas- 
ter. But it is to be feared the rule 
la the other way and that tho coun- 
try clergyman 'has not the Intluenco 
ill rural communities that It Is so 
iK'edfui he shoiild. possess. * ' 
* • « 

In tlie report which the commission 
appointed bv PrcsidoiU Iloosevelt to 
study the cundlti..iis Df life ou Aiiiori- 
ctui fariii.s prt'si'iitcd to the senate 
the nixHl of religiiius te.'icliers wlio 
sliall be !(>ailers in the coniinunity is 
sot forth with mucli fore. 

"This commission," It states, "lia« no 
desire to give advice to the Institu- 
tions of religion nor to attempt to 
dictate their policies. Yet any con- 
sideration of the problem of rural life 
that leaves out of account the func- 
tion and the possibilities of the church, 
and of relatc^d institutions, would be 
grossly inadeiiuate. This Is not only 
because in the latst analysis the coun- 
try-life iiroblcm Is a moral jiroblem, 
or that In the best development of tlio 
individual the great motives and re- 
sults are religious and spiritual, but 
because from tho pure sociological 
liolnt of view the church is fundamen- 
tally a necessary institution in coun- 
try life. In-a> peculiar way the church 
Is intimately related to tho agricul- 
tural industry. The work- and the life 
of tho . farm arc closely bound to- 
gether, and institutions of tho coun- 
try react on that life and on one an- 
other more intimately than they do 
in the city. This gives the rural 
church a position of peculiar dlliiciilly 
and one of une(|ualed opportunity. Tlie 
time lias arrived 'ivhen the church 
must ttike a larger leader.'jhip, both 
as an institution and through its pas- 
tors. In the social reorganization of 
rural life. 

"The great spiritual needs of the 
country community just at present are 
higher jiersonal and community Ideals. 
Rural people iicchI to have an aspira- 
tion for the hlglif'.-^t jiossible develop- 
ment of the coininuiiity. 'J'licre must 
be an aiiibitlon on tin: iiart of tlie peo- 
ple tliemselves coiisla.iitly to progress 
in all of those thingM that make the 
conununity life wholesome, satisfying, 
educative and Complete. There must 
be a desire to develoj) a permanent 
environment for 'the country boy and 
girl, of which they will become pas- 
sionately fond. As a pure matter of 
education the countryman must loam 
to love the country and to have an in- 
tellectual appreciation of it. More 
than tills, the siilrltuai nature of the 
individual must be kept thoroughly 
alive. Ills iiersoiial ideals of conduct 
and ambition must be cultivated. 

"Of course tlie t;iiurch has an Indis- 
pensable function as a conservator of 
morals. Jiut from the social point of 
view It is to hold aloft the torch of 
personal and community ideallBm. It 
must be a leader in the attempt to 
Idealize country life." 

Of the men who should supply this 
need and of their 'preparation for 
their work, tho following is said 

"The country pastor must bo a com- 
munity leail(>r. Mo must know the 
rural problems. lie must have sym- 
patliy with rural Ideals and aspira- 
tions. He must love the country. J-It; 
must know country life, the dilllcultles 
that the farmer has to face in his 
business, some of tlie great seieiitillc 
revelations , inade in belialf of a«-ri- 
culture, tho great Industrial forces at 
work for the making or tho unmak- 
ing of the farmer, the fundamental 
social problems of the life of tho open 
country. 

"C'onseipieiitly the rural pastor must 
liave special training for his worlc. 
iMinisterlal cnllc-gos and theological 
seminaries should unite with agricul- 
tulral colleges in this ])reparatlon of 
the eou,Mlr\-keler;,'yiiian. There should 
I'e betl'T :-ui)i)ort for the elergx-nian. 
In niani i'n'uiui'\' districts il Is pitial)ly 
.'iinall. 'I'lieie Is little Incentive for a 
man to slay in a country parish, and 
yet this residence is jnst wliai must 
come atout. Perha.ps It will require 
an appeal to tho heroic young men 
but we must have more men going 
into tho country pastorates, not as a 
means of getting a foothold, but as 
a permanent work. Tho clergyman 
has .-I'll e.\cellent chance for Icadorship 
fn the country. In some sections he is 
.still the dominating personality. He 
IS the key to the country-church prob- 

llMll."

It was 
In 18115 at a gala perforiiiaiice at the 
theater in Venice that the dashing 
young soldier Vlttorio, then Prince of 
Xaples, saw .and was fascinated by 
the loviillne.'": qJ tlic Montenegro lady, 
Willie she on her part had observed 
and been attracted by lilm. It was a 
caise of love at first sight. Subse- 
quently they met at tho coronation ot 
Nicholas II., and the same year be- 
came engaged. King Umborto pon- 
dered long before giving his consent to 
tlie matcli, his minister, Crispi, urging 
him to make a more powerful alliance 
for the House of .Savoy.

London, April 2.— Wretched weather 
during the earlier weeks and contm- 
uai changes of the crews a.s a result 
of Illness amiong the members have 
detracted somewhat from the inter- 
est in the annual boati-ace between 
Cxford and Cambridge, to be rowed 
over the Putnev lake course tomorrow. 

Since the Putney crews arrived at 
Putney, however, and as they have 
shown in their full course trials that 
they are of exceptional grit, enthusi- 
itsMi has been revived and the weiitber 
being favorable a great crowd will line 
the Thames bank on Satmday. The 
hour set for the race, alKuit 12:30 
o'clock, is rather Inconvenient, but 
when Englishmen are rea.Uy Interested 
in •sporting events they generally lind 
time to see them. 

Thus far Oxford has made the best 
time In jiractlcc, covering the full 
course on March IG In the record time 
of 18 minutes 21 seconds, the previous 
record being IS minutes 47 seconds, 
made by f>xford In 1S98 and equalled 
by Carnhrldgo in 1900. 

The best time made by Cambridge 
in practice waa 19 minutes 2 sec- 
onds, but this was done on the oc- 
casion of their nrst trial. The time 
introduced has been the means of 
making Oxford the favorite in the bet- 
ting, but the followers of rowing have 
great conlidenee In D. C. R. Stuart, 
the Cambridge stroke, w\\o has held 
his j)resenl position for tln-ee years in 
succession. He stroked his race crew 
to Victory against Harvard in 1900. 
He has behind him three other men 
who were In last yearns crew. 

The Cambridge crew, unlike the 
Oxford men, five of whom liad their 
first lessons In rowing at Eton, come 
from various schools, and it has been, 
therefore, somewhat harder to get 
them to Work together. Changes ' in 
the earlier stages of training also 
counted against them. 

O.xford w.'is even more unfortunate, 
the changes In her crew having to 
be made much later and only within 
the last four weeks, two now men 
having had to be put on the boat. H. 
t.\. Gladstone, who was to have rowed 
bow. was forbidden by 'his doctor to 
continue rowing. Fortunately, his 
brother, A. C. Gladstone, who stroked 
the crew the la.st two yea^rs, was avail- 
able and took the position. Another 
man. P. W. Mewman, had to quit the 
boat at the same! time as Gladstone. 
Again an old Blue, A. G. KIrby, was 
rca'dy to fill the gap.

The work of 
raising .$5,000,000 for the founding of 
tho university will begin on that date, 
and tho tlr.Mt branches will bo opened 
In America in New York and Chicago. 

The headquarters for the rest of the 
wrorld' will ' bo ' London, arid if la ih- 
tended to extend tho institution to all 
tho 54 countrle.H now occupied by the 
army iis rapidly as po.ssible. 

It is believed that the university 
will increase the efncloney of tho work 
and attract a superior clasfi to tho 
service. The number of grad\iatos 
from the lirst is estimated at 3,000 o 
year. 



DEFUNCT FISH COMPANY 

W. y. Booth and F. R, Dobbins, Officers 
of Corporation, Are Charged 
With Fraud 

Chicago. April ■ 2.— Two additional 
Indlclmonts against W. V. Booth, presi- 
dent of the defunct A. Booth Company 
and Frederick K. Dobbins, ns.iistant 
treasurer of the company, wore re- 
turned by the grand jury today. The 
llrm of A. Booth & Co. was named in 
the indictments. Tho tr\ie bill charge 
the corporation and olllcer with oh- 
taining credit and money under fal.'ic 
pretences. The charge is based on tho 
alleged Juggling of tho financial state- 
ment issued by the corporation on 
April 10, 1007, following which Chi- 
cago banks made largo loans to tho 
company. 

Dismissal of tho bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings ponding against tho ■ defunct 
nsh company, which shad teeon asked 
for by the Park ''State Bank of In- 
diana; was- today - denied by Judge 
Landla. 

It Is said this, however, will not in- 
terfere with the reorganization plans 
unless no agreement be reached within 
the next two months. "I will continue 
the in.atter of appointing a receiver in 
the court, and the hearing on the 
question of bankruptcy," .said Judge 
Landis, "but this matter must be dis- 
posed of before June."

iior.ce of the growing appreciation by 
Bhipownors of tho work and methods 
of this society.- It 1^ all the warrant 
wo require to continue tlio courso wo 
lui'ire adopted from the beginning of 
first Satisfying ourselves of tho sclon- 
tillc. and practical accuracy of our 
tules, arid thereafter jnirsulng.a career 
pf hcaliiiy indopondcavc, welj' assured 



that in the end wo will attain to a 

position of usefulness to the shipping 
community whicii v,-!!! compare favor- 
ably Willi that of any other registry 
society in the world. Up to February, 
1902, tho number of vessels building to 
the B.C. class represented 750,000 tons 
and 111 different shipowners; now they 
represent over 2,000,000 tons and 201 
different Hhipowners. These figures 
require no enmiuent from me, lint they 
are ample justUlcatlon for the hopes 
entertained by the original promoters 
of the registry, and demonstrate be- 
yond the possibility of doubt the need 
there was for. a society such as ours, 
and also that we are fulfilling the mis- 
sion which wo set out to accompiisli in 
a manner tliat is eminently satisfac- 
tory to those who support us. 

According to tho returns which liavo 
been published in the press, wlilcii we 
havo every reason to supposo are sub- 
stantially correct, the total tonnage 
building in tho shipbuilding yards of 
tho United Kingdom as at .January 1 
of this year was at.out 760,000 tons, of 
which something lUe 27 per cent, was 
being built to the rules and under tho 
survey of the Ih-itlsh Corporation 
Registry. Someono has said that In 
periods of dull trade shipbuilders set 
their brains to work to devise new 
types of vessels, but wo have not found 
that tho year 1908 has been specially 
distinguished for tho production of 
anything of a very novel character. 
There, were, however, two instances of 
departure from previous practice Which 
deserve to be mentioned, and With 
which this society was particularly 
Identilled.

of tramp steamers and general traders 
would appreciate us more. I am glad 
to say that this has now becomo an 
accnmplished feet, and .at the present 
time much tlio more Important poroon- 
lage of the work we have on liand is 
for the owners of general tr/iding 
steaiiipr.'s. The Ttuliau committee 
formed last year is doing good work 
in iiopularlz.ing the Brltl.=!]i Corporation 
class amongst Italian shipowners, iind 
wo luix'o (ivcry reason to antlcliiate im- 
portant devoloinneiits in this direction 
during the coming years. The estab- 
llshmcnt of nn International agreement 
on tho load-line nue.sllon, with whicli 
we have iiiways been intimately risso- 
clated. Is niaklug steady,, if somewhat 
slow, progress, but it is very probable 
that tile . present year will see what 
will be pnictically a common load-line 
agreed upon for vcHseis belonging to 
all Kuropean maritime nations. We 
have been endeavoring for some years 
to obtain Icglslativi! rccoKnlt'ou for 
our society In Australia, and you will 
bo pleased to know that by a recent 
Act of Parliament there our object ha.'s 
now been attained. 



The schooner Charles A. Fallc, Capt. 
L. Jacobsen, bound from San Pedro tor

FROZEW TO DEATH 



Provincial Police Receive Further 
News of Death of Baker and 
McCurdy

Further particulars of the deatli of 
Cliarles Baker and James McCurdy, 
two of a party of four prospectors 
which left Barkervllle on Deo. 29 last 
l)ound for Teto Jaune Cache, on the 
.south fork of the Fraser. river, have 
l)een received by the provincial police 
(lr])artment here. 

i''rom the report made by Russell 
P.i <len, a special constable, who was 
sent out from Barkervllle, Baker and 
.Mi'Curdy, in company with William 
S;ilttal and Sam Henderson, got as far 
as the mouth of Goat river, where they 
camped for twenty-six days. 

During their stay they ran out oi' 
provisions, and to sustain life were 
forced to break into Sfveial cacln-s he- 
longing to a trapper named .Stcinhofl'. 
Three of the latter'.s cablnn were al.so 
l)rokcn into and provisions taken. 
Steinlioff v.a.s linally f(jrced to hold the 
qiiarlelte up at the point of a gun be- 
fore he could make tliem desist from 
tlieir thieving operations. He himself 
had but .suftlch nt .supplies to last him 
through llie irapiilng season. 

After brealiing up cam]) Baker and 
Mc('iird.\- .started back for Jiarlcorville. 
They 'in<l enougli i)ro\-i.slons to last 
them the Journey, but evidently tlie 
Hevi're weather anil their exhausted 
con.'litloii delayed them. 'I'liey were 
not aeiMi again uiUil l'el)riiary 2-1, when 
tlin>e dog-team.sters, Ileden. Allcen and 
Allen di»eo\ ered tlie hodle.s b'ing iin the 
trail near (ioal rivei', Ki.\ty-six niiies 
from Barkervllle. 

Tlie leaniHters liruiiRlil in worcl to 
Constable' Ruiuiall at I.^arkerv i lli>. who 
comniunicated with the provincial ]io- 
liee depai'tinont hen^. I'eden was 
sworn in as a special enn.-ilalile. ami 
sent out again to a.scertain if I'.al;er 
anil MeL'urdy liad bei-ii victims of foul 
lilay. tie rejiorts that they were 
frozen to death, the bodies being- in a 
very emaciated condition. 

.\t the camp where the four pro-spec- 
tors stayed before the party broke up 
notices were found posted up stating 
that Spittul and Henderson had left 
for ''I'ete Jeune Cache. They liad part 
of the iirdvlsions stolen from Steln- 
hoff. Whether they ever reached their 
destination Is unknown.

ers, two torpedo catcliers, three tor- 
pedo boats, siiould be kept on tlie North 
.■\tlaatle station, and an eiiual iium'jer 
on the North Pacific station. This 
might be considered as a basis for ne- 
gotiation between the Admiralty and the 
Dominion. Great Britain cannot attach 
too much importance to keeping the 
trade route open, more iiartieir larly the 
food route, and the Doml'don may fairly 
be looked on as tho granary of the em- 
pire. In case of hostilities a naval 
power at each end of the route could 
do more effective patrol and convoy 
work tiinn a power at ono end only. 

Tlie Brltisli government should .al- 
ways hear In mind tliat the Dominion 
Is as mucii a part of the empire as 
lOnghind, Scotland and Ireland, but un- 
fortunately the Admiralty of recent 
years has been looking at things in a 
contracted horh^on bounded liy the 
British Isles and overlooking oversea 
possessions. In saying this 1 am not 
blind to the fact tlial llie preponder- 
ance of power always will 'jc and must 
be round (ireai Brlt.ain wlietlier peace, 
war. or only su.spieion prevails. 

I notice tliat Sir Wilwrid Laurier dis- 
approves of a money grant for tlio 
purpose under discussion and Indicating 
that tlio Dominion is doing Its siuire 
in looking after its own dofenceR. This 
Is sufficient for police purposes In time 
of peace, but would cut a sorry Ilgfl- e if 
a squodron of baltleslilps were off Hali- 
fax which no doubt would makeaciiange 
in his oplniiui — wlien loo lute. 1 do not 
believe in Canada building battleshipy. 
We have not the skill, appliances, docks 
or materials. There are many splendid 
idle ships of war In British ports wlileli 
could vvLsely be utilized, and would an- 
swer well on our Atlantic and Pacific 
Btatlori."?. Tha cost would be uefniyod 
out of the Dominion grant, sucli as pay. 
food, fuel and repairs. In time of peace 
tlie Hag sliould 'oe .seen as In the days 
of yore where Brltlsii mercluiiils and 
commsiice. are- to be found — as a mark 
of protecting care. 

An" ovcrwli'elinliiff public opinion ex- 
pressed at meetings over the whole coun- 
try miglit open tlio purse strings as 
It' did in tlie early days of the .South 
.\frlcan war. For after all it is the 
people's money which tho people wish 
to be used In the present case In a 
loval manner. .Should tho Dominion bo 
obdurate then let the nine provinces 
come forward and give ?1 00.000 eacli 
and Ontario $100,000 additional. This 
would come to ?1. 000. 000. But to be 
given only on conditions similar to those 
Indicated, W., J. MACDONALD. 

Since writing the foregoing I liave 
read the proceedings of liie Board of 
Trade and find them In general harmony 
with mv views, excepting Col. Hall's 
remark.s" in which he places land forces 
before naval. No one questions the 
^reat necessity of land forces as the 
si-coud lino of defence, but the navy as 
the first line Is of more Importance.
